WASHINGTON (U PI) 
The 
S uprem e Court has vetoed as 
cruel and unusual punishm ent a 
rigid rule that all m urders of 
on-duty policem en, regardless 
of c irc u m sta n c e s , m u st be 
punished by death

Back around the turn of the century, during the 
high tide of im m igration, Teddy Roosevelt saw a 
danger of the United States turning into a 
“ polyglot boarding house.” 
It didn't happen, chiefly because in those 
survival-of-the-fittest days, it w as sink or sw im 
for im m igrants. E ither they learned English or 
they had little chance of entering the m ain ­ 
stream of A m erican society. 
Today, how ever, the ruling philosophy seem s 
to be that every private problem m ust have a 
public rem edy R ecent governm ent legislation 
and 
court 
rulings 
— 
com bined 
with 
the 
phenom enon of a continued high im m igration 
rate, especially of the illegal kind — a re m aking 
it increasingly likely that the U nited States will 
becom e a bilingual, if not a m ultilingual, society, 
say som e observers 
In 1974, for exam ple, the US S uprem e Court 
ruled that San F ran cisco schools m ust provide 
sp e c ia l la n g u a g e c la s s e s for n o n -E n g lish - 
speaking students. This ruling, says Ja m es 
F arrell in a book called “Give Us Your Poor 
(The Im m igration B om b)," opened the door for 
m ultilingual educational pro g ram s throughout 
the nation 
"p ro g ram s which will ultim ately 
cost the tax p ay ers hundreds of m illions of 
dollars ann u ally " at a tim e when m any schools 
a re being forced to cut back or elim inate 
program s in a rt, m usic, d ram a and sports due to 
a lack of funds. 
In 1975, Congress passed a bill requiring that 
voter inform ation, reg istratio n form s and ballots 
be printed both in E nglish and in the language of 
every group constituting m ore than five per cent 
of the population of a p articu lar area. 
As a result, San F ran cisco m ust now print 
ballots in E nglish, Spanish and Chinese. A fourth 
language, Tagalog (Filipino) m ay have to be 
added after the next census. 
In 1976, in w hat F arrell sees as another step in 
the "de A m ericanizing” of the U nited S tates, the 
US. Ju stice D epartm ent ruled that 513 political 
jurisdictions in som e 30 states m ust hold elec­ 
tions in m ore than one language to com ply with 
1975 am endm ents to the Voting R ights Act.

W riting in “The F u tu rist," John D .H uss and 
M elanie J W irken contend that official projec­ 
tions of the U S.population, based on the current 
b irth rate of US. wom en and the total num ber of 
legal im m igrants, are probably “ m uch too low .” 


M ore realistic projections, they say, would 
take into account the 800,000 illegal im m igrants, 
m ostly Spanish-speaking, believed to en ter the 
country each year. Assum ing nothing is done to 
curb illegal im m igration, the US m ight have 
nearly 100 million m ore people in the year 2025 
than would be expected on the basis of the 
current natural increase (2.1 m illion births per 
year) plus legal im m igration (400,000 per year). 


In the sam e issue of the m agazine, R ichard 
Downes paints two “ scenarios” of the possible 
consequences of illegal im m igration, one op­ 
tim istic, the other pessim istic. In the first, the 
United S tates gradually and peacefully ac­ 
com plishes the transition to a Spanish-speaking 
society. In the second, m ounting social strife 
eventually leads to a break-up of the USA.

29 "a s the d irect and proxim ate 
result of a personal injury sus 
tained in the line of d u ty .” 
If the act w ere view ed solely 
from the standpoint of strict 
construction of the Constitu 
tion, a valid objection m ight be 
h eard: The law probably e x ­ 
ceeds the legislative pow ers 
vested in C ongress 
I am not 
m inded to arg u e the point just 
now If the pow er exists, surely 
it has been com m endably e x e r­ 
cised here. 
In recent y ears, thanks in

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Despite his intensifying conflict 
with Congress over domestic 
spending programs, President 
Carter has achieved a fragile 
detente with Capitol Hill on 
foreign policy determinations. 
The mutual 
hostility and 
suspicion which characterized 
foreign 
policy 
discussions 
between the executive and 
legislative branches during the 
eight-year reign of Henry 
Kissinger has all but disap­ 
peared 
That is not to suggest that 
congressional 
critics 
who 
challenged 
every 
move 
Kissinger made have suddenly 
lost interest in foreign policy 
issues now that a Democrat is 
occupying the White House. 
The 
agonizing 
lession 
of 
Vietnam is far too fresh for 
Congress to lapse into its old 
rubber stamp role. 
Rather, Carter and his top 
foreign policy advisors — 
especially Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance — have gradually 
convinced Congress that they 
are making a good faith effort 
to consult with key members of 
the House and Senate before 
crucial foreign policy decisions 
are made. 


"Vance has practically worn 
a path between here and Foggy 
Bottom,” said one staff aide for 
the 
House 
International 
Relations 
Committee. 
“ If 
anything, there’s almost been 
over-consultation,” a Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
source said 
Especially significant was 
the meeting Vance held late 
last month with key members 
of both the Armed Services and 
Foreign Relations committees 
of the Senate, plus Democratic 
and Republican leaders of the 
full Senate, to discuss progress 
to date in the SALT talks. 
The session, which cut across 
the usual jurisdictional lines of 
the Senate committee system, 
was chaired by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., the most 
knowledgeable and adamant 
congressional critic of the first 
strategic 
arms 
limitation 
treaty. 
Jackson, whose support will 
be critical if Carter is to obtain 
any viable public consensus 
behind a new SAIT agreement, 
had been miffed to learn from 
the newspapers that Vance and 
the Soviet negotiators had 
achieved a framework for

Carter had personally assured 
congressional 
leaders 
the 
Secretary of State would be 
making no new American 
proposals. 
With other “hawks” from the 
Armed Services Committee, 
Jackson let Vance know, in no 
uncertain terms, that senators 
who will have to ratify any new 
SALT treaty which might be 
negotiated expect to be kept 
abreast of all new develop­ 
ments in the future. Vance 
promised to comply with the 
request.
